Consent Order 

DATE: May 8, 2003 RESPONDENT: Donald G. Garst, Jr. of Topeka, Kansas 
 
ALLEGATIONS: The Commissioner’s staff alleges that respondent Garst placed an 
advertisement in The Topeka Capital-Journal seeking investors for a $150,000 real estate 
project. Prospective investors were offered promissory notes that were not secured by the real 
estate. Neither the respondent nor the investment opportunity were registered under the Kansas 
Securities Act. Respondent Garst neither admits nor denies the allegations.  
 
ORDER: Respondent Garst is ordered to cease and desist from selling unregistered securities and 
transacting business as a broker-dealer or agent without registration.
